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Last Thursday night, the Hunters 
Point Area Planning Board of the 
San Francisco Poverty Program 
held a.closed session meeting to 
investigate a controversy arising 
out of. the presence of three of 
its members at a private meet- 
ing with Mayor Shelley which in 
part dealt with a move to fire 
Mr. Everett Brandon as Director 
.of the Program in the City. The 
result of the Area Board’s lengthy 
questionning of participants was a 
statement which, among other 
things supported Brandon and made 


it clear that those who met with 
the Mayor were in no sense autho- 
rized to do so by’either the Board 
or the rest of the Hunters Point 
Community. 

The Controversy arose at the 
last regular meeting of the Area 
Board when irate citizens and 
Board members protested the par- 
ticipation of Board members in 
the Mayor’s meeting. At that time 
a-short but. lively discussion. was 
held and Mr. John Dukes Area 
Board Chairman promised that the 
Board would take action on it. 


Acting on that pledge, Mr. Dukes 
called the Board together for 
Thursday night’s investigation of 
the facts, 

The text of the statement put: 
out by the Area Board is as fol- 
lows:

John 5: 19. ‘‘Verily, verily, I say unto you, the Son can do nothing 
of himself, but what he seeth the Father do: for what things soever 
he doeth, these also doeth the Son likewise.’’ 

Daily I am confronted with the totally dedicated persons who all 
have- the solutions to the problems of Hunters Point or other blight 
stricken Negro ghettos. One will say that education is the solution 
to the problem. Another will argue to the last that there must be 
moderate low - income housing. Still another will insist that the 
Anti-Poverty Program, with all of its unity and strength, will make 
‘‘everything all right.’’ There are those who feel that “‘if only 
Alinski would come.’’ And on and on these solutions come. 

Honest to God, I wish I had the solution to the problem. I wish 
also I could believe that through some great power a change will 
come for the present generation of Negro fathers. As a result of 
nearly 250 years of total destruction of the Negro male image in 
America, these fathers have been ‘castrated.’ It is a crime of the 
worst kind committed against the Blacks in America. And instead 
of disappearing, it spread -- the Negroes are now forced into ghettos 
where mother becomes the dominant figure. 

If we ever are to build a strong community and our Negro children 
are to take their rightful place in American society, something must 
be done today to build a strong and stable family structure. Too many 
of our male (as well as female) children grow up without a father 
figure to emulate. The mother (and often the grandmother) is the 
head of the household. Our boys entering schoolare again confronted 
with a female as head of the schools as well as grade school teachers. 
Even the social worker who calls in the home is a female. (Inci- 
dentally, in our area few, or none, are of the same racial background 
as the male child, which would help him identify). When words are 
spoken about the man who fathered him, they are usually negative, 
and he is usually considered to be wasteful, lazy, shiftless, and a 
deserter. 

We must, when the opportunity avails itself, train, if necessary, 
our own males in the community and placethem in responsible posi- 
tions within the community -- not one seldom, if ever, seen by our 
children, but one who spends time with them. 

The son who has no father image to emulate has strikes against 
him from the beginning. The only two male persons who he is likely 
to encounter with strong bearings on his life, are the minister with 


‘all his righteousness, and the police with his force and responsi- 
.bilities, which doesn’t help the situation at all. 


I would be the last’ to say that a father must be in every home or 


‘that many mothers don’t do much better alone with the boys than would 
- be possible if there was ‘‘a man aroundthe house.’’ But I do say that 


‘the Son can do nothing of himself, but what he seeth the Father do.”’ 
Perhaps not his paternal father but a strong male, through whom he 
can see an adequate image which should motivate him and give him 
someone to emulate. ; 

No, this is not the solution to the problem either, but I do hope 
that we will add it to our list of solutions such as the Poverty Pro- 
gram, housing; consumer education, community organization and 
others.

HOUSING SCENE-HUNTERS, POINT 

The following article is. a reprint of a KPIX Television Edi- 
torial by the stations general manager Louis S. Simon. It was tele- : 
cast Sunday and Monday January 2, 1965 and January 3rd, 1965. 
Everyone is concerned about what kind of housing will replace 
the temporary housing which by law must come down by 1970. 
We have only four short years in which to work. This will require 
a total community effort, not just the people who will be losing their 
homes, but those who live in the area surrounding Hunters Point 
Hill. Businesses, churches, schools, etc., all will feel the effect 3 
of the demolishing of our temporary war’ housing; we cannot afford 
to sit idley by and do nothing. 

Bayview-Hunters Point Community Development Corporation has 
been designated by the area board as our agent to deal with this 
problem. We all owe it to ourselves, our families, our neighborhood 
to be an active member and participate in determining our future 
housing development. You can get a membership for one dollar, 
a very sound, practical investment by going by the Bayview Neigh- 
borhood Community Center 4701 Third Street, AT 5-3307. We 
need you -- Therefore this editorial is reprinted in the interest 
of our community and its housing crisis. 


NEW CONCEPT FOR HUNTERS POINT! 

For too long San Francisco has talked about the urgent need to 
eliminate the ghetto housing in Hunters Point - and done NOTHING 
except to designate it a redevelopment area. 

More recently Washington has used passage of State Proposition 
14 that nullified California’s Fair Housing Law to halt allocation 
of Federal money to redevelop Hunters Point. 

But despite this roadblock, the ‘two public agencies most con- 
cerned now are making every effort to proceed with rejuvenation 
of Hunters Point. These are the San Francisco Housing Authority 
and the Redevelopment Agency. 

Forget any nonsense you hear about these two agencies being 
at odds on this problem. And you may be sure both of them want 
to involve the people who live in Hunters Point, and the minority 
group organizations that-represent most of them, in any plans for 
the rejuvenation of that area. 

The Housing Authority and Redevelopment Agency have the same 
objective - to provide the 10,000 residents of Hunters Point with 
decent housing they can afford and as soon as practical, 

There are two ways to do this. One is the old way of replacing 
the temporary wartime barracks with a new block of public housing. 

The other is to replace the.present housing with a totally new 
residential community, including an urgently needed shopping center, 
playgrounds and parks, churches and landscaping: This will take 
a little longer. But it would NOT identify the poor by the location 
of their housing, which would be the case if the present delapidated 
structures. were replaced with new blocks of public housing, 

The State Legislature set 1970 as the deadline for demolition of 
the wartime housing. Mr. Eneas Kane, Executive Director of the 
Housing Authority, wants to insure that decent housing they can 
afford is available BEFORE any tenants are forced to move out of 
the present Hunters Point structures. 

Currently, Mr. Kane is gathering facts from allavailable sources - 
and proposals of all the minority group organizations concerned - 
for guidance of the Housing Authority commissioners in any decision 
they reach on the Hunters Point problem. 

Meanwhile, we have reason to believe that certain legislation 
to be introduced in Congress this month by Senator Thomas Kuchel 
and Congressman Phillip Burton has a good chance of passage. 
Its passage would loosen the Federal purse strings sufficiently 
to enable the Redevelopment Agency to proceed with replacing thes 
Hunters Point ghetto housing with a totally new community. : 

KPIX feels this type of a totally new community in which they 
could afford to live would provide a much better life for all-the 
people in Hunters Point. In fact, we believe it is the ONLY way 
to bring them into the MAINSTREAM of the total San Francisco 


community.

In the past few years the local 
scene has witnessed most vividly 
the awesome impact of an in- 
formed and organized citizenry. 
Functioning within the structures 
of established organizations, and 
‘other times creating new ones. 
Committed people of the Bay Area 
have been effective in permeating 
and shaking the very foundation 
of the established order. 

Within the Hunters Point - Bay- 
view District, there exists a host 
of power based organizations that 
use their respective and com- 
bined memberships as levers of 
influence ‘‘to get something done.”’

The loud voice created by the 
pervasive area groups indicated 
to all that this community de- 
mands to have a large so in poli- 
cies and actions affecting them.

‘the area as passifiers for an 
uninformed citizenry. There are 
many citizens, both individual and 
_acting within organizations, that 
_are systematically and effectively 
counteracting the incapacitating 
clutches of and unfair status quo. 
They demand and they get re- 
sults. 


Bayview An Organized 


Three groups exerting much in- 
fluence are the Inter-Block Coun- 


‘ cil and its nine block network, the 


Area Planning Board for the 
Poverty Program and the Bay- 
view - Hunters Point Community 
Development Corporation. A brief 
description of the area role and 


“function of each organization fol- 


lows: The Inter - Block Council 
(IBC) is the coordinating body for 
nine autonomous block groups lo- 
cated throughout the Hunters Point 
Area. It is a nonsectarian, non- 
partisan organization that func- 
tions ‘fas an agency to meet the 
demands and fulfill the wishes of 
the block group (s}and the com- 
munity at large.’’ Delegates from 
each block comprise the officers 
and voting membership for this 
council. Meetings are held the 
second and fourth Monday of each 
month. 

In addition, the nine block groups 
hold regular meetings. During 
these meetings immediate and long 
range area concerns are discussed 
and, when necessary, acted upon. 
When: resulting outcomes are not 
amendable to the influence of the 
individual block then the compre- 
hensive Inter - Block Council mo- 
bilizes affirmitive measures to 


redress the particular concern. 


The Area Planning Board (APB) 
is the local policy making body for 


the Bayview Hunters Point Pover-— 


ty Program. Consisting of citizens’ 
from the area, the Area Planning ° 
Board, provides the timely plat- 
form for effected people to say 
something about their own future 
and the destiny of the community 
in which they live. 
Any *‘poverty funded’’ programs 

earmarked for this area must 
necessarily, first of all, get the 


‘endorsement and approval of the 


Area Planning Board, With this 
screening board, the area can be 
sure that no imposition of pro- 
grams will meaning or not, will 
be thrusted upon the community. 

The goal of the Community De- 
velopment Corporation is to facili- 
tate and integrated community, 
socially, ethnically and economic- 
ally, by bringing the people as 
well as governmental and private 
resources to bear upon existing 
community situations. Member - 
ship in this organization is gained 


‘through a $1.00 Membership Fee 


and a sincere interest in the wel- 
fare and future of the area. 

Central in the concerns of the 
corporation is the projected re- 
development of Hunters Point set 
for 1970, The group not only will 
have a Say so in what type re= 
development will occur in terms 
of rental construction, but also is 
addressing itself to the relocation 
problem of citizens inevitably dis- 
placed by large scale redevelop- 
ment. 


Non-discrimination Clause In City 


Contracts 


A non-discrimination clause will 
be part of every contract between 
the city and its contractors and 
suppliers if an Ordinance sug- 
gested by the Human Rights Com- 
mission is approved by the Mayor 
and the Board of Supervisors. 

Mr. LeRoy Cannon of the City 
Attorney’s office stressed at the 
meeting that all contracts let by the 
city would be covered by the clause, 
including those with concession- 
aires operating under franchise 
with the city. The clause provides 
that contractors, subcontractors 
and suppliers agree not to discrim- 
inate in all aspects of hiring, up- 
grading, advertising, layoff or ter- 
mination, pay and training. 

The proposed Ordinance es- 
tablishes the San Francisco Human . 
Rights Commission as responsible 
for compliance of the clause and 
calls on the Fair Employment 
Practices Commission to investi- 

‘gate suspected violators. 

' Rev. Hamilton Boswell of the 
Conference on Religion and Race, 
Rev. Al Dale of the Temple Metho- 
dist Church, and Dr. Thomas N. 
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Burbridge of NAACP pledged their 
organizations’ support to the Com- 
mission’s request to city govern- 
ment to pass this ordinance, 

Voting to play a more active 
_role in encouraging community 
discussion about racial imbalance 
in the schools, the Commissioners 
agreed with Rabbi Alvin Fine when 
he said, ‘‘What’s going on is one of 
the most significant and potentially 
explosive issues in civil rights in 
San Francisco, and I think it’s our 
responsibility to be involved. .. 
We can no longer stand on the side- 
lines and say we’re ready to be 
called in if you want us; I think 
we belong in this situation and 
should so state.’’ 

Echoing Commissioner Fine’s 
remarks, Commissioner William 
Porter added that he felt other 
city commissions should join inthe

America is a land of vast natural resources. Bounded east and west 
by bountiful seas, traversed by great rivers, containing great forests 
and fertile plains within its continental borders, it has become, 
truly, the breadbox of the western hemisphere. 

With the invention of the steam engine, which heralded the advent 
of the Industrial Revolution, America became the greatest producing 
nation the world has ever seen. As the railroads pushed into the 
furtherest extremes of this great land, it. became possible for the 
farmers and manufacturers to receive goods and ship their products

It became possible for the various differing 


agricultural zones to over-produce without substantially reducing the 
price of their product for by that time they were growing for the 
world, not just for regional consumption. The great mining corpora- 
tions found a speedy outlet for their, seemingly, never ending supply 
of metals. Within a hundred years, America had become the greatest 
industrial and agricultural complex in the world. If America has its 


own particular genius, it is 


its capacity for invention born of 


necessity. As rapidly as the need for new machines, new methods of 
production and new modes of transportation arose they were met by 
new inventions. And, as rapidly as new inventions came into use the 
merchants found new ways of pushing their products into the furtherest 
markets of the world. As the labor force of America qued up in mass 
production lines merchants devised new methods of mass selling. 
Eventually, as the ever increasing supply outstripped thedemand for 
products a new business came into being. Throughout the country and 
along the coasts, great warehouses, the stockpile of industrial and 
agricultural riches, were erected. Besides being the greatest pro- 
ducer of goods, America rapidly became the greatest storer of goods.

Today, the cry ‘‘Caveat Emptor’’ 


from the vast advertising medias. 
(Let the buyer beware) has more 


meaning than at any other time in American history. 

In spite of American prosperity we arenotall rich. In a time when 
we are all enjoined to spend, spend, spend on every product which 
appears on the market it behooves us all to engage in some serious 


consideration concerning the vast 


choices of consumer items available 


to us. It behooves us to look behind the advertisers blandishments 
and to take a long, cold look at his product in terms of its quality 


and necessity. 
First, let us consider quality. 


Is it reasonable to assume that the 


length of color of a bean necessarily determines its quality? Should 
not our first concern be withits.food value? Should the fact that a new 
soap is attractively packaged and blanketed with praises from its 
manufacturer be the only fact determining quality? Would it not be 
better to consider whether or not it actually does a better job than the 


«old soap? What assurance can one have that this product may not, 


over a period of time, prove less effective than another brand? Who’s 
word shall we take? Can we reasonably assume that the manufacturer 
has only our good in mind? I doubt it. 

As for the necessity of a great many items, one has only to consider 
whether or not this or that particular itemfills a VITAL need in your 


everyday life, 


However, the average buyer does not stopto make these considera- 
tions. He follows in sheeplike obedience, the advertisers dictates. 
Nor is he likely to change his habits unless he can be educated out of 
his reflex buying habits. It remains then, for some organization to 
undertake this job of educating the consumer andit is to this task that
